EEE CO 
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A Law Worth Knowing. 


Section 2673 of the Compiled Laws 
says: 

‘“*Tf any officer, in the execution of 
his office in a criminal case, having 
legal process, be resisted and asaulted, 
he will be justified if he kili the assail- 
aut. If any officer or private person 
attempt to take a person charged with 
felony, and he be resisted in attempt- 
ing to teke the person’ accused. and to 
prévent the escape of the accused, by 

reason of such resistance, he or she be 
_kilied, the officer or private:person so 
killing shall be justified; provided, 


‘that such officer or private person, 


previous to such killing, shall bave 
used all reasonable efforts to take the 

cused without success, and that 
feom all probability there was no pros- 
pect of being able to prevent injury 
from such resistance and the cense- 
quent escape of such person.”

THE OHIO FE LECTION. 


A Complete Victory for the Kepubli- 
cans—They Elect the State Ticket 
and Have a Majority in the Legis- 
lature. 


CorumsBus, “October 15.—The Re- 
publican 7. so complete that it 
surprises the Republicans and over- 
whelms the Democrats. At the Dem. 
ocratic Committee-rooms there is lit- 
tle figurivg being done. The commit- 
tee say they.have nonews. They con- 
cede the el@ttion of the State ticket 
to the Republicans by a handsome 
majority and allow them a working 
majority in the House of Representa 
tives, but still claim to have a major- 
ity of one or two in the Senate. As 
for the State at large, the estimutes of 
Foster’s majority at this hour (8 P. M.) 
vary from 15,000 to 20,000. 

CINCINNATI, October 15.—The_ Re- 
publican State committee estimate 
Foster's majority at 20,000, with the 
chances that the full returns will 
rather increase than diminish these 
figures. They claim 70 out of 114 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives, which is twelve more than is 
necessary to passa bill. The commit- 
tee claim nineteen Senators sure,which 
is a majority of one, with a show of 
two Republican majority. 

CLEVELAND, October 15. — Since 
noon the returns received by the Re- 
publican State committee show that 
the Republicans have elected Sinks in 
the Third District and Mounts in the 
Second District, but they admit the 
defeat of Chambers in the Fifteenth 
District. This gives the Republicans 
23 Senators and 67 Representatives, 
or thirteen majority on a joint ballot. 
The Democratic Committee do not 
concede as large a majority as this, 
and it may take the full official re- 
turns to decide what the exact major- 
ity in the Legislature will be.

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THE*GROODY CASE. 

More Yestimony Given—Direct Evyi- 
dence That Groody Had Money en 
The Night of his Death—Known by 
Another Name for Twelve Years-

Last evening the Coroner’s jury. in 
the Groody case heard additional evi- 
dence. Owing to the illness of Coro- 
ner Jones, the testimony was taken by 
Justice Young.

W. EB. McGuire, sworn :;Have known 
the deceased for about twelve years 
by the name of Sam. Buckland; saw 
him for the first time at Colfax in 
1865. I last saw the deceased -on 
Thursday night. Between 8 and 9 
o’elock I met the deceased near the 
Arcade saloon. He asked meto take 
a drink with hia there. We went in 
and took a drink. He showed me

coins in iis had. We came out and 
he stopped at the corner of the Palace 
saloon and talked with a man he met 
there.

FINDING THE BODY. 

N. D. Mussey, sworn: On Friday 
morning about 7 o'clock, A. J. Hart- 
ley and I were going heme, and near 
the V. & T. bridge ene of the men on 
a freight engive told us that there 
was a dead man in the river below the 


bridge. We found the body near the 
waste gate of the* flour mill flume, 
with several Indians standing arovnd 
it.

WEST END NOTES. ~ 


A New Mining Excitement--The Salt 
Production—Interesting Items of 
News. 


From our. own Correspondent. 
From Hon. Charles Keiser, of Still- 
water, your Wadsworth correspondent 
gleans the following particulars of a 


promising mining excitement,some 18 
miles east of Stillwater, and between 
50 and 60 miles east of our little town. 
Some eight years ago Mr. S. Kellogg 
discovered rich croppings of free mill- 
ing ore. He has done since that time 
the required $100 worth of labor an- 
nually, to hold his claim, Within the 
past six weeks considerable attention 
hds been drawn toward this new dis- 
trict, by parties from Eureka, and al- 


ready a large number of claims have 
been located. A Mr. Jenkins, a min- 
ing assayer, has been kept quite busy 
making assays of the various ores in 
the district. The oldest and principal 
developments, have of course been 
mude by Mr. Kellogg. His claims, to 
more particularly describe the loca- 
tion, etc., lie near the base off a 


‘mountain in the range immediately 


east of the Carson sink, and on the 
east side of the mountain. The sur- 
face croppings of the ledge are 8ome 
50 feet in width, and has been traced. 
a distance of ten miles, along four or 
five miles ofswhich, the ledge main- 
tains nearly the same width. The 
vein then narrows with the slope of 
the mountain range, and is finally lost 
to view, just before the mountain is 
lost in the plain below. But toreturn 
to Mr. Kellogg’s claim. This gentle- 
mao has run atunnel some 50 feet 
into the side of the steep mountain, 
and=~ passed about 25 feet igto the 
ledge. A large number of assays 
have been made, which run from $20, 
the very lowest yet made, to 


$3000 TO THE TON. 
As stated, little attention has ever 
been drawn to. this district, and it may 
be said, that the camp, even as yet, is 
scarcely known~ outside of a very few 
parties. There were about thirty 


‘men there at last accounts and more 
are on theroute. Abundance of wood 
and water may be had in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the claims, and a wag- 
ou may be readHy hauled to within 
three miles of the mines. The 
nearest point of departure for the 
mines is Brown’s Station,. which is 
about 45 miles from the new district. 
The wood obtainable is nutj pine and 
cedar. Another advantaye, the mines 
may be worked the entire year. The 
new district has been named by Mr. 
Kellogg, the Black Prince. I saw D. 
R. Sessions, the State Surerintedent 
of Public Instructions, and he is loud 
in his praise of this new district. The 
character of the ore, as far as learned, 
is quite similar to that of the North- 
ern Belle, and, as I should’ judge; 
somewhat resembles the best ore of 
the Jones & Kinkead. Part, however, 
is of lighter color than either, and is 
no doubt imbedded in decomposed 
qnartz. Theledgeiseasily worked and 
the oretaken ont without much difficul- 
ty. In fact, a blastisseldom madeinthe 
ledge. Itistruethat mining excite- 
ments are rather to be avoided than 
sought, but the men from whom [ re- 
ceived my information are cool-headed 
reliable men, and in their statements 
give clear evidence that the facts point 
indubitably to the certainty and per- 
manence of a very rich mining camp 
in this, the Black Prince district. -The 
further in the tunnels have been run, 
the richer the ore fouud. The ledge 
runs north and south. 


SALT INDUSTRY. 
At the northern base of the above 
mountain liesa large salt basin, in 
which enough salt could easily be 
gathered, to supply the world fora 
considerable time to come. Mr. 


Whitman, the owner of this salt marsh, 
has in the last two weeks taken abvut 
300 tons of salt from this sand plain, 
as it is called, and is now supplying 
the Grantsville mines. Of course this 
salt must have a limited sale, as 1t is 
too far distant from the railroad to be 
thrown on the market. Itis about 58 
miles nortneast of this place, The 
above mines, however, when they shall 
require the use of,sa't in the reduc- 
tion of their ores, will obtain their 
supply from the Humboldt salt works, 
less than 20 miles distant, and where 
again an unlimited amount of salt 
may be easily obtained. © In fact the 
salt bed is seven miles tong. 
OUTSIDE PROSPECTS. 
Mr. Sessions, who has just made an 
800 mile visit, extending to nearly all 
the outlying camps, says that it seems 
as if the attention of mining men was 
just being directed to the prospecting 
of outside mines. Old Pioche prom- 
ises a resurrection. Litigation, how- 
ever, keeps the camp rather du!l just 
at present. But the restless popula- 
tion digs away on the mountain sides 
which stand as thefrugged protectors 
of that far away little town, and ere 
long the patient labors of the years 
past, will produce the mining life, for 
which Pioche was once so famous. 
The mines south of hereare putting in 
new engines and becoming mines with 
a future life. Mr. Sessions believes 
our more or lees banner state has un- 
told treasures, which as yet, have 
merely given an indication of their ex- 
istence. The introduction of mining 
intelligence and capital is more a de- 
mand in Nevada than anything else. 
The treasurers are here. Nature's 
storehouses are well filled, and the en- 
ergy,and faithful, well directed efforts 
of men of nerve, of go-aheadativeness, 
has but to be exerted, and immense 
revenues will be obtained. Never in 
the history of Nevada, has more pros- 
pecting been done than is now going 
forward. And, as'a result, from every 
section the authenticated reports of 
rich strikes come. Cheaper living, 
better facilities of communication, 
and less impatience and speculation 
are the special requirements of the
